The third ear was not dragged from 
the track, and but for the fact that the 
couplings between it and the second 
trailer broke, the list of the injured pro- 
bably would be larger, as all of the 
ears .were filled with passengers. 

Motorinan Ryan remained at his post 
and was fatally hurt. To those who 
came to aid him while lie lay on the 
ground ho said: "The brakes would not 
work; that's what caused it. When I 
saw that they would not work, I re- 
versed the current." His skull was 
fractured and his death is a matter of 
hours only. 

The scene of the accident is in the 
suburbs, and it was some time before 
ambulances and physicians could reach 
the place. All of the persons killed 
occupied seats in the front of the lirst 
car. The members of the Chicago Great 
Western train crew and the conductors 
of the trolley cars were placed under 
arrest pending an enquiry;

BIG GUNS ARRIVE. 

Heavy Weapons for the Signal Hill 
Fortifications Are Now at Esquimau. 

By the latest of the China Mutual 
liners to reach this port there arrived 
from the Royal naval arsenals in Eng- 
land one 9.2 fortress gun of the latest 
pattern, which is to be mounted on one 
of the gun positions in the Signal Ilill 
fortress when tout work is ready for 
its grim tenants. There also came a 
number of steel gun carriages and 
shields, with other fittings' to be placed 
in the fort. All this ponderous furni- 
taro is now lying near the engineers' 
mess at Esquimalt, painted over thickly 
with government yellow, awaiting re- 
moval to the top of the hill. 

Work on the excavation of the rock 
is going on steadily, as one can tell 
from the daily blasts which go off at 
noon and live o'clock. It is. said that 
the rock is being cut into at a great 
depth, with many galleries for the am- 
munition and other stores cut out of 
the solid rock. Enormous quantities^ of- 
the finest Portland cement are being 
used in the work of concreting the gun 
positions and other interior portions of 
the fort. A strong force is employed, 
and the work is being pushed forward 
as rapidly as possible. 

It is said that the big guns of Signal 
bill will have an effective range of not 
less than ten miles. The big gun now 
lying at Esfl.uimalt is similar to those 
■used on the battleships, and is a splen- 
didlv made weapon, of the wire-wound 
pattern. It is eighteen feet long. The 
admiralty find that the China Mutual 
line offers the. most satisfactory means 
of transporting naval stores from ling- 
land to this station. Each of the vessels 
<,f that line brings a very heavy cargo 
of this material. 





The Elwood was built at Portland in 
1801. She plied for a number of years 
on the Columbia and was one ol i 
lightest draft boats ever in commis- 
sion on that stream. When the Klon 
dike excitement was at its height she 
■was purchased by the Canadian Pacific 
and placed on the Stikoen river run. 
Later she ran locally from Ketchikan, 
and lastly came to the Sound. 

She was 254 feet long, 34 feet beam 
and 7.5 feet depth of hold, with 510 
gross tonnage. She had accommoda- 
tions for a total of 250 passengers': 

In the Sound trade the Elwood was 
very popular, .always earning good 
money for her owners.

A LOCAL FIRM'S 

BIG ENTERPRISE 



Kobe Herald. 

A Russian correspondent. SI. Vasslll 
.Nenilrovlteh Dantchenko, has sent to 
L'Kcho de Chine from Liaoyang an inter- 
esting and not unsympathetic account of 
the capture and execution of two Japanese 
officers, who, according to his statement, 
had designs on the railway bridge over 
the River Nona. M. Dantchenko cont- 
inences by dwelling on tho efficiency of 
the Japanese Intelligence Department, and, 
after admitting that Russia, as well as 
Japan, has made extensive use of espion- 
age, he proceeds to draw a distinction be- 
tween persons who act as spies from mer- 
cenary motives and those who are animat- 
ed by finely patriotic considerations. '•Dur- 
ing the Turkish, war," he writes, Russia 
had spies who supplied Information from 
quite disinterested reasons, liulgarlnh 
patriots brought us the most exact Infor- 
mation concerning the eneiuy, Including 
even plans of the positions occupied by 
the Sultan's troops. I particularly remem- 
ber one man who was honorobly known in 
this connection. Potkoslovlkof, one of the 
foremost Bulgarian writers, used to ar- 
rive in our camp at night time, disguised 
as a Turk, and furnish precious news as 
to tile enemy's movements. Often he as- 
cended to the summits «.f the Balkan 
mountains, riding a donkey, and made de- 
tailed surveys of the military positions, 
'f lu- task which the old man had had Im- 
posed upon himself Involved a constant 
succession of brave deeds and he refused 
all money or honors, li Is therefore clear 
that the veteran Bulgarian writer and 
warrior could not be considered to be In 
the same category as an ordinary spy, tu 
whom one gives money while avoiding the 
touch of his band, and whom one amy hang 
next day on the first tree along the route, 
in tho same way, the Japanese have sal- 
aried spies, whom they despise, and others, 
honored by all. who go to a certain death 
In order to serve their country." 

M. Dantchengo then gives the follow- 
ing description of the capture and execu- 
tion of Japanese officers referred t<> 
above: On April 12 a patrol of five men 
from the 20th Sotnla of Trans-Amur, 
troops left the station of Tomschlka. They 
were commanded by Lieutenant Sehvanes- 
0ACU, At first nothing abnormal was no- 
ticed. The Kuuguscs had not put in an 
appearance for some time; the Chinese 
were preparing for their spring labors in 
the fields; nothing was visible save the 
blue sky. the grey earth, the desert. Sud- 
denly something new which had not been 
there the previous day, presented tsolf; 
a -Mongolian tent surrounded by men. The 
patrol, not anticipating anything suspici- 
ous approached the tent in order to .take 
note of It. But, Immediately the Mongols 
saw our men. they dispersed In all direc- 
tions. Arrived at the teat, our soldiers 
discovered two Mongolian Lainas, robed 
In their usual yellow costume, and In an 
attitude of prayer. The Lnmas showed no 
signs of alarm, remaining silent and calm. 
To the questions which were put to I hem 
they replied quietly, without the least 
emotion. 

"Why did the others run away?" 

"Probably they were afraid of you." 

The Lamas then explained that the 
Mongols had only Just arrived In the 
neighborhood and had never seen any 
Russians before. Our men were about to 
retire, when It occurred to them to Inspect 
the tent, prolonged service In these parts 
having made them suspicious. As It was 
war time, the Lnmas could not, of course, 
raise any objection. Here Is the result of 
the search; in a corner, under a heap of 
refuse, were twenty-live kilos of pyroxlllne, 
some steel wire and. a little opart, a detail- 
ed plan of the lllrgan tunnel; there were 
also some arms and papers. The conver- 
sation then took another turn, but the 
Lamas still made not the slightest attempt 
to escape. They followed the search 
quietly, knowing well what awaited them. 
They were discovered; they would die: 
that' was all! Nevertheless, they still 
protended to be Buddhist priests. 

"Where did you obtain the pyroxllluc, 
the mails, and the steel wire?" 

"They all belonged to the Mongols who 
ran away?" 



"You knew them?" 

"No. We met them and traveled to- 
gether, the country not being safe." 

They were arrested and taken to Har- 
bin. When questioned there they adopted 
quite a different attitude. After saying 
that they were Japanese officers' servants, 
tliov eventually avowed that they were 
themselves Japanese officers, and that one 
or them belonged to the general staff. 
They declared frankly that a number of 
officers were similarly occupied and said, 
that, although they had failed, no doubt 
their comrades would he more successful. 

"Ily what route did you get here?" 

"Through Mongolia: It Is the best way." 

"And where did you start from?' 

"We came from Pelting." 

In fact, there Is reason to believe that 
the Japanese have organized at Peking a 
central Intelligence bureau, which sends 
out volunteer spies, some by way of In-. 
geou, others by the Great Wall and Mon- 
golia. 

"Are there ninny of you';" 
"Five hundred." 
"All officers?" 
"i'es." 

It need hardly bo said that this last re- 
ply was only "blurr." The Japanese army 
Is not rich enough la officers to sacrifice 
five hundred In work of Ibis kind. 

"You know what your fate will be?" 

"Death for our country and elernnl 
glory. Everybody has to die; it Is better 
to do so gloriously In serving one's people." 

"What was the main object of your 
operations?" 

"The bridge over the River Nona." - 

On April- 20, the two Japanese officers j ^nd of the* line 
Mere taken before the council of war at 
Harbin. General Apananleff presided; 
Colonel Lolkochlne undertook the prosecu- 
tion. The Inquiry was not lengthy. That 
same evening It was known at Liaoyang 
that the accused had been condemned to 
be banged. The sentences were com- 
municated by telegraph to General Kuto- 
patkln, who ordered that the officers be 
shot instead of hanged, the former being 
a more honorable death from a military 
point of view. At tho moment of sending 
this letter. I learn that I hi' Japanese have 
duly been shot. Thus, this little military

The American end ol tin 
wire will bo laid under the direction of 
the American concern. 

The proposed route of the cable is 
from the eastern shore' of Vancouver isl- 
and, across San Juan, Ocas, Shaw and 
Lummi islands. Tho connection at this 
end will be at Marietta, not far from 
Hellinghani. The entire line will he 
some sixty-five miles in length. 1 Fifty 
miles of this will be land and the other 
fifteen miles sea cable. It will be the 
most expensive telephone-cable line in 
the United States wli-on completed, so 
it is claimed. The average cost of lay- 
ing such a line has heretofore been 
about 15 cents it foot. 

it is stated that the cable will be of 
English make, and will consist of four 
big copper insulated wires, callable of 
withstanding an enormous strain. Mr. 
Kent spent a good portion of yesterdav 
purchasing hardware supplies from local 
dealers to be used in the construction of 
the new line.

SATISFACTORY, IF TRUE. 

Hon. Raymond I'refontaine, Minister 
of Marine and Fisheries', is reported to 
have announced at a meeting of the 
Board of. Trade in Vancouver thut "it 
in the intention of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific to begin work at botli ends of 
the line from Winnipeg to the Pacific 
Coast at the same time." This an- 
nouncement was very properly received 
with applause. This is very satisfac- 
tory, and we hope to see the announce- 
ment further confirmed upon the ar- 
rival of Messrs. Hays and Wainwright, 
which in expected shortly. The- Colon- 
ist is particularly well pleased. It 
would have been an outrage on British 
Columbia if an attempt, which was 
evidently contemplated, had been mado 
to hold up the Government here for a 
subsidy to do something to which we 
were entitled as a simple act of justice 
00 the part of the Government at Otta- 
wa. We believe the Colonist made it 
plain to the powers that be that such 
a thing would not be tolerated by the 
people of British Columbia. 



A MATTER OF IMPORTANCE; 

; "Where ignorance is bliss, 'tis folly lo 
be "wise," we ure informed by the poet 
Gray. It is considered amusing by 
some of our con temporaries to be told 
that the construction of railways in this 
province and the consequent increase 
of population increase the responsibili- 
ties of the Government in a greater ratio 
than the local revenues which arise 
therefrom. Wo do not say that their 
attitude illustrates the wisdom of the 
philosophy of the poet, but, if not, it is 
n characteristic evasion of the truth of 
our contention. The Colonist is not ar- 
guing against the construction of rail- 
ways either by the Dominion or the 
Province in British Columbia, or against 
any other form of development; but in 
favor of a recognition by the Govern- 
ment and Parliament at Ottawa of the 
fact that in order that this province may 
be in a position to administer properly 
the country opened up through railway 
development a greater share of the rev- 
emus contributed by the Province to 
the Federal treasury should be returned 
tn the local Government >'i the form or 
all increased subsidy for the purposes of 
government. This has been asked by 
all the provinces, but the necessity for it 
is peculiarly marked in t ho case of Brit- 
ish. Columbia. We have all been shout- 
ing for "more railways" in British Co- 
lumbia i:i view of tlic great resources 
that arc to he developed: but we have 

constantly overlooked up to the present 

lime thai without greatly inereas'ng 
taxation we cannot properly look after 
the wants created by increased settle- 
ment unless we receive more mouey 
from Ottawa. In other words, the local 
sources or reveuue are not sufficient for 

our responsibilities as a province. This 

was practically the grievnnce or Nova 
Scotia at tin; time it Hrsl obtained "bet- 
ter terms" after Confederation, and ii 
was practically the cry upon which Mr. 
Fielding, as Premier ,,r Nova Scotia 
went to the country at a later date, 
when his slogan was "better terms oi 

secession." It is a matter of actual 

demonstration that every settler that 

conies into the province, in the present 
condition of affairs, costs the Govern- 
ment more than lie comes to. The prof, 
it is altogether to the Dominion. It is 

true all over Canada that the develop- 
ment that is taking place through the 
expenditure of money in various forms 
by the provinces is accounting in a large 
measure for the huge surpluses that are 
being piled up at Ottawa. It is particu- 
larly true in the ease of British Colum- 
bia. This money is being spenl ad. lib. 
by the Dominion Government in various 
ways in the eastern provinces. What 
we want is not an extravagant disburse- 
ment as political favors here anil there, 
but a readjustment upon a business 
basis of the financial relations as be- 
tween the Province and the Dominion, 
whereby there will he an adequate re- 
turn to tlie Provincial treasury of mon- 
ies which we contribute. 



the torn). We say "supposed" because, 
being a colonial himself, and a thorough 
Canadian, ho was not likely to go out 
of his way to insult a class to which 
he himself belongs. In delivering judg- 
ment in the Toronto Police court in a 
case where a main was charged with 
"shoving" during the occasion when 
Perry was receiving an ovation from 
citizens of Toronto he said : 

"1 remember when I was in London 
at the Diamond Jubilee in '07. there 
•were about a million people looking on 
at the illuminations and wandering 
about~JLoudbn's streets. There was no 
crushing. If there had been 'there 
would have been thousands killed. One 
man standing near me — I am sure he 
must have , been a colonial, because no 
person of good birth or breeding would 
have done such a thing— started to 
push past people, but ho was soon 
stopped. The people of Toronto must 
be educated to behave as they do over 
there." 

Doubtless what Colonel Denison had 
in mind was the one fact of the order- 
liness of the London mob, and not to 
any other form of "good breeding." It 
is a notorious fact that in London 
shoving and scrambling in a crowd is 
unknown. From long usage the peoplo 
learn to move slowly and bide their 
time, lit is one of the remarkable things 
of that city. On the other hand, in 
this country, and in most new communi- 
ties, crowds are impatient, and many 
persons are given to crowding and el- 
bowing their way roughly from one 
point to another, something which 
would not be tolerated in London.' Col- 
onel Denison, although he might have 
been more careful in the use of his 
words, was quite right and adminis- 
tered a rebuke that is timely. As to 
the use of the term "colonial" we do 
not quite see how we are to avoid it 
iwhen speaking of those who live in the 
parts of the Empire outside of Great 
Britain. It is very much like the term 
"American." The people of the United 
States are in no way entitled to its 
exclusive use, but it has been appar- 
ently found impossible to coin a -word 
that will sufficiently and definitely segre- 
gate the citizens of the United States 
from other Americans, and so wo sub- 
mit to the appropriation of a title 
which is as much ours as theirs.

south. Friends and myself fought It all 
night of the Pith, when it got the upper 
hand of us and spread sooth to the north 
shore of the West arm by the loth, cov- 
ering n distance of about a mile in four 
days. t am accused of starting this big 
blaze because a small lire started on the 
lake front of my lot Quite unknown to me, 
on or about the 1st July. This was con- 
ttned to about a half acre, and was put 
quite out before night, Not a spark has 
been seen since and ferns have grown up 
IS Inches to two feet long, which shows 
how long since the fire held possession. 
About this time I moved my fifteen hives 
of bees from Victoria to the lake, and 
put up a building containing •.',(»KI feet of 
lumber on the property— which I certainly 
should not have done If there had been 
the remotest idea of danger from lire, 
which there could not possibly be, or 1 
would not have taken such risks. 

If those who are bearing false witness 
against me will think over the date, cir- 
cumstances, and rate at which lire travels 
at this time of year, they must see the 
utter foolishness of their thoughtless! twad- 
dle. 

It Is bad enough to light the fire demon, 
without the unpleasant thought of having 
brought danger to ho many helpless camp- 
ers, and It is In Justice to them that an 
explanation Is necessary. In conclusion, 
I might ask my accusers, "If it takes four 
days for the lire to travel one mile, bow 
far ought It to have traveled In six weeks?

It belonged to 
Denmark and was occupied for some 
mouths in the year by a few men who 
collected the guano deposited by the birds, 
it Is a low island, about one mile and a 
half long, two to three miles wide. The 
only habitation on It is the rough stone 
house of the guano collectors. Jt Is sup- 
posed to bo the termination of a reef run- 
rdng from the Island of Antigua, that Is 
to say, there an; soundings to be obtain- 
ed from Ahtlgua to the Island. It was 
visited In the year I mention by II. M. S. 
Brillant, Captain J. A. I'ayater, and It 
was surveyed by the master, Mr. Jago. 

There is no vegetation of any kind on the 
island, and In heavy weather the sea 
breaks over It.

It is stated that Mr. Morton Fullerton 
of Boston has been appointed Purls cor- 
respondent of ihe London Times In suc- 
cession to the late M. de Blowltz.

Fullerton Is said to be the only American 
on the stall of the Times. lie was for 
many years an assistant to De Blowltz, 
and at the time of the hitter's death it 
was understood that the young American 
was to succeed him. Mr. Fullerton Is a 
graduate of Harvard and a relative of ex- 
Vlce-Presldent Morton. 

The Russian Aendemy of Sciences hns 
offered .">,<XW roubles for the discovery of 
the missing Russian polar explorer, Bnrou 
Toll, und 2,500 roubles for the finding of 
the first indisputable traces of his expe- 
dition. 

A distinguished British officer, a few 
years ago, after a prolonged and thorough 
study of the military organization of 
Japan, summed up his deliberate Judgment 
in the remarks that the Japanese are 
"Goorkhas— with brains!" It would be 
hard to Imagine a more formidable com- 
bination. 

The total number of eases of plague 
reported In Hongkong from January 1 to 
July 5 is 334, of which 372 proved fatal. 

According to tho census taken in India 
In 1001, the results of which have just 
been published, the British dependency 
has n population of 201,301,050. The one 
province of Bengal contains TS.fjOu.tWO In- 
habitants, one-twentieth of whom live In 
towns of over r>,O0u Inhabitants. The most 
thickly settled part of India Is a rural 
district . with an agricultural population 
of 1,920 persons to the square mile. 

The announcement of the death of ox- 
Presldent Kruger lends Interest to an Inci- 
dent reported in recent London papers. 
The ox-presldent. It is stated, was recently 
left £1,000 by a man named Chabousseau, a 
schoolmaster. The £1,000 was all his es- 
tate, and he cut off all his relatives to 
benefit Mr. Kruger. Upon these facts be- 
coming known, says the report, Mr. 
Kruger assigned the legacy to the next- 
of kin of the testator. 

The heavy duty on tobacco naturally en- 
courages smuggling. According to tlV<S 
Japan Herald, .a Chinese tried to smug- 
gle 120 boxes of cigars from the Em- 
press of India, landing them at Ilonniuku, 
on the 30th nit., but was detected. The 
cigars were confiscated by the Yokohama 
customs authorities, who ordered the Chi- 
nese to pay a fine of Slfi yen, three times 
the amount of duty. The Chinese re- 
fused to pay, however, and Is being pro- 
secuted. — Kobe Chronicle, July 10. 

The official reporter to tho Calcutta cor- 
poration and the Bengal legislative council, 
a Eurasian named Elliott, has been charged 
lit Darjeellng with fabricating and caus- 
ing a telegram to be despatched to certain 
newspapers', purporting to come from Mr. 
Henry Newman, the Times of India cor- 
respondent with the Thibet mission, to 
the effect that a Russian force was op- 
posing the mission's advance. It Is alleged 
that Elliott sent a bogus message to nil 
agent at Darjeellng, who handed it in at 
the telegraph office there. The accused 
was released on ball. The Times of India 
States that the telegram referred to above 
was received by them, but was suppress- 
ed. Its contents being regarded with In- 
credulity. Subsequently, an official as- 
surance was received that the statements 
U; contained were wholly Inaccurate. 

The number of steamers removed from 
tin! Japanese snipping register since the 
outbreak of hostilities Is, the Osaka Asahl 
says, twenty-three, of 51,000 tons gross. 
The majority of these were sunk by the 
Imperial navy to blockade the harbor of 
l'ort Arthur. If the Hitachi-ninru, the 
Idzuml-mar.u, the Talwan-mnru and the 
Kntsuuo-maru are taken Into account, the 
above tonnage! will be Increased to 05,703 
tops. The foreign steamers sold to Japan- 
ese- shipowners from January to June of 
this year were forty of 104,400 tons. 



Russian notes, so that the Chinese must 
not accept Russian notes from Japanese, 
but, the wnruiiu says, "from too Rus- 
sians you can accept uieui without tear, 
as no Russian will ever give a fttUe note."

This may mean that another 
ship lias struck a concealed mine, or that 
another rumor bus been exploded. 

The last sketch made by VasslII Verest- 
chagln at l'ort Arthur has been secured 
ami despatched to St. Petersburg. It was 
made the day before the ciltastropuc to 
the l'etropavlovsk, and Is said to be a 
life-like representation In black ami while 
of Admiral Mukuroff and his chief of siafl', 
Boar-Admiral Mollas, who also went down 
with tho Ill-fated battleship. Admiral 
Makiiroff is portrayed in the net of tin 
earnest consultation with Rear-Adiuiral 
.Mollas. The expression on tin- features 
ot both the late officers Is said to convey 
very plainly the gravity of the position 
under consultation. A very high value Is 
placed on this last product of the pencil 
of the distinguished Russian battle-scene 
painter, made, as It was, under such 
tragic circumstances. 

It Is pointed out by a home paper that 
while the Japanese loss of 3,500 In storm- 
ing Nunshau may appear large, in Gener- 
al Kuropatkin's experience such a list of 
casualties must dwindle Into Insignificance 
before the thousands mowed down before 
his eyes at Plevna. In the attack of July 
20-31, 1.S77, the Russians lost 0,000 men, 
and during the sanguinary assault on tin' 
Gravltzo redoubt cu September 11-12 the 
Russians did not desist from the attack 
until 2U.00O men laid fallen. In five months 
lighting the lotal Russian losses amounted 
to -17,-100 in Turkey and Asia Minor. 

According to several observers n won- 
derful mirage was visible at Singapore on 
July 4, says the Straits Times. Away on 
the horizon was a full-rigged ship, and 
casually sweeping the vista with a glass, 
the spectator was astonished to notice 
that the vessel — masts, spars and sails, 
down to the captain on the quarter-deck — 
was reflected hanging In the sky.

But lis It was s 
on a Monday morning before the sun had 
passed the meridian, there seems to be l 
reason why the story should be disr 
garded or disbelieved. An honest Ameri- 
can who saw the mirage find could depict 
it on a sheet of blotting paper; with tin 
facility and accuracy of the late Phil 
May, was most anxious to let It be under-; 
stooil that this was no 4th of July story, 
but a really genuine exhibition of the won 
dcrs of the world. The mirage disappear- 
ed as the ship slowly crawled out of 
sight. 

There are In Bangkok just now, says the 
Slam Free Press, Mr. Lyons of Calcutta, 
and Mr. Rose of Singapore, who are milking 
final preparations for opening in Bangkok 
a branch of the International Banking 
Corporation of Wall Street, New York.

WEEKLY WEATHER SYNOPSIS. 

- Victoria Meteorological Office; 

August 10 to 10, 1904. 
The weather during this week has been 
t'.ne not only in this province, but through- 
out the entire Pacific slope and across the 
Territories to Manitoba. It has been com- 
paratively cool immediately along the 
coast and decidedly hot between the 
great mountain ranges. The only rain fell 
ii> Cariboo upon the llrst day of the week 
j>nd at Dawson on the last day of this 
period. The continued absence of rain has 
caused numerous bush fires, which have 
steadily Increased In Intensity and particu- 
larly, In the Interior of this province. 
There have been no high winds along the 
coast, and fogs have occurred upon sev- 
eral days. This fine spell has been due to 
the barometric pressure remaining high 
over the northern portion of the continent.

Important Meeting on Govern 
ment Building's Grounds 
Yesterday Afternoon. 



Dr. Pagan's Strong Appeal For 
Help For the Help- 
less.

afternoon on the grounds 
jislutive buildings a meet- 
ing of tbose interested in checking the 
appalling spread of the dread disease, 
tuberculosis, was held, at the call of 
Dr. 0. J. Fagin, provincial medical 
oilicer of health. The attendance was 
representative, the clergy of various 
denominations^ members of the provin- 
cial executive and other public men 
being present. There was also a large 
attendance of ladies, who took a strong 
interest in the proceedings. 

Mayor Laniard occupied the chair, 
and briefly opened the meeting, point- 1 ] t . s in the way 
ing out in a general way the urgency of : i na< j e to busiu< 
tho situation, and bespeaking a careful 
ihOaring for the remarks of J)r, 
-and the other speakers. 

It may be said that the meeting was 
hold in one of the tents which it is 
proposed to use until a proper sanitar- 
ium can be erected by public subscrip- 
tion end maintained by the same. The 
tent is in the form of a large marquee, 
with walls sufficiently high to permit 
of tho free ingress and egress of the 
patient, and with ilaps which can be 
folded back so as to leave the whole of 
one side open to the weather, if neces- 
sary. I H 

Dr. Fagan then explained the objects 
Of the meeting,, and said that it was 
not proposed to do a great deal of talk- 
ing. The committee had made an hon- 
est effort to obtain financial assistance, 
hut he regretted much to report that 
they had failed. They, therefore, pro- 
posed to make an appeal to the people 
at large, seeing that those supposed to 
be iu a position to assist had not done 
so. He hardly needed, to point out the 
urgent necessity of doing something at 
once. The terrible disease, consump- 
tion, spared no nation, respected neither 
•age nor sex, and was found amongst 
persons of every occupation. Rich and 
pun-,-, robust and infirm were alike ex- 
posed to its ravages. It was the duty 
of everyone to join in the defence of 
the people from this awful scourge. It 
was the appalling fact that upwards of 
DO per cent, of the population of the 
world was attaclcd. more or less and 
at some time of their lives by this dis- 
ease. As consumption's attack on the 
human race was general, the defence 
should also be general. A few should 
iiot bear the burden of conducting the 
•campaign against the foe. All should 
realize that it was a solemn and sacred 
duty chat they owed to brother man to 
give of their means to help stop the 
ravages of this universal disease. 

Conservative estimates of the havoc 
wrought by consumption gave 0,000 
every year from it throughout Canada, 
and 45,000 invalids. On this b 



collection of funds for this bennficent 
purpose, subscription lists had been 
prepared, and would be distributed 
amongst those who would like to take 
pari In the humanitarian crusad". Dr. 
Fagau then read the following- 

1 am Instructed by the executive com- 
mittee of the Society for the Prevention 
and Cure of Tuberculosis to place the fol- 
lowing proposition before you. 

The lists to be given to the different 
friendly, beneficent, social, labor, and 
ether societies, also to the clergy of a 
denominations and to the Individual 
with a request that a subscription be si 
belted for the purpose of maintaining in- 
cipient consumptives at some suitable re 
sort in liritish Columbia. 

That subscriptions be limited to one dol 
lar, and that the subscribers sign a list 
agreeing to pay one dollar each year for 
ten consecutive years. 

That anyone wishing to pay in thp ten 
years subscription at once can do so, and 
the trustees will undertake to have such 
surplus placed to the credit of the main 
ti nance fund for each year, as if it had 
been paid la yearly. 

Dr. Fagan then pointed out the ease 
with Which the work could be dono by 
this method; it placed everybody oh an 
equal looting. and gave everyone a 
chance to help in the undertaking. It 
might be thought that they were putting 
(he cart before the horse, but those who 
took all the matter connected with the 
scheme into their earnest consideration 
would see that it was the best method 
possible whereby to overcome the obsta- 
An appeal would be 
men and financiers 
throughout the province, and he could 
'S an not doubt that the response would be 
1 generous and hearty. The tents, nn ex- 
ample Of which they then had before 
them, would be used until better accom- 
modation could be, provided. 

He concluded by hoping flint it would 
not be long before the sanitarium which 
was so greatly needed would take the 
place of those temporary means of re- 
lief. (Applause.) 

Lev. W. Leslie Clay, 15. A., then ad- 
dressed the meeting, saying that lie had 
been associated with Dr. Fagan for 
some time in this work. For himself 
he could say that there was no closer or 
more personal obligation resting upon 
anyone than this of helping to amelior- 
ate the condition of the unfortunate con- 
sumptives. It was something that ap- 
pealed to all that was sympathetic and 
generous in one. yet it was to be ad- 
mitted that very much more ought to 
have been done to battle with tilis dis- 
ease than had 1 n mi mplished so far. 

It was a melancholy fact that the peo- 
ple looked in a hopeless sort of way at 
this disiase. seeming to think that il 

was Incurable, ami that there was little 
use in trying to stop its attacks. ()!' 
course, the results attained by medical 
science hud completely dispelled thai il- 
lusion. There might have been some 
excuse for the people not helping when 
they entertained that erroneous idea. 
Ion there was none now. in the li";ht of 
research, which had proved that this 
uhl be <• iped with

A few days ugo the Colonist made 
mention of the fact that it had written 
the secretary of the Chamber of Com- 
merce at Guadalajara* capital of tho 
state of Jalisco, Mexico, asking for in- 
formation respecting the possibilities of 
trade development with Canada. The 
reply received was unsatisfactory in 
the sense that it misrepresented the in- 
dustries and character' of the products 
of the' country. From a gentleman from 
Mexico now in the city tho Colonist hits 
obtained a copy of ".Modern Mexico" 
for August, which contains the follow- 
ing interest description of thc J state 
of Jalisco : 

Jalisco is the most populous and 
wealthiest state of the Mexican repub- 
lic, having a population of l,;!O0,00U In 
round numbers at the last census It. 
is also the chief agricultural state ill the 
production Of wheat, corn, beans, sugar, 
tequila, fruits and live stock The great 
variety of soil, climate and altitude 
(from nearly sea level to 8,000 feet 
above) enables her agriculturists to 
produce about every cereal and fruit 
grown in the temperate or torrid zone. 
The great wealth Of her people has been 
gained chiefly from the lields. although 
the mines for more than LiOO years un- 
der Spanish rule yielded vast wealth, 
tin addition to tho great wealth obtain- 
ed from the product of wheat, corn, 
beans and live stock, many fortunes 
have been accumulated by the growth 
of cano and the manufacture of sugar.

Millions upon 
millions of dollars have been taken 
from the mines of Jalisco and Topic

greater wealth will yet be brought forth 
from those mines, because the Spaniards 
were unable to treat, the rich rebellious 
ores encountered in nmsi mines below 
water level, nor rould 'bey supply the 
machinery to work said mines success- 
fully.

I have seen workings 
that were abandoned by the Spaniards 
at the time of the overthrow which con- 
tained both gold and silver ore. and 
the immense dumps of ore containing a 
good percentage of gold, from which the 
Spaniards could not extract the metal.
